| This report is for the year ending December 31, 1941, and is a resumé 
| of that which is submitted in detail to your Vestry and approved by them. 


The books and records of the church as usual, as well as those of our 
Fiscal Agent and Trustee of the Trusts of which we are beneficiary, are 
being audited for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1941, by Charles 5. 
Rockey and Company, Certified Public Accountants, whose report and 
audit will be open for your inspection. 


The book value of investments in the principal account from which 
we derive our income at the end of the fiscal year amounted to $784,273.44, 
made up as follows:

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(1) Changes in the former are due principally to the addition during 
the year of our present interest in the Samuel Jamison Estate Fund, the 
income of which is received by us for general purposes and the book value 
of which amounts to $43,795.06 as above set forth. Upon the death of an 
individual beneficiary our interest in the fund along with that of the Rush 
Hospital for Consumption and Allied Diseases, of Philadelphia, and Lan- 
kenau Hospital of Philadelphia, will be increased to one third. This gift, 
offset by the results of the liquidation of a piece of real estate at a loss 
to avoid further operating deficits and increase income, accounts largely 
for the change. Gains by the Trustee of the Magee Trusts from sales of 
securities just about make up for the withdrawal of the sum of $2,500.00 
from Unrestricted Investments of the church for current operating ex- 
penses. Changes in the Special Funds have been negligible. 


During the year the sum of $100.00 was received by me as income 
from the Jamison Trust. The smallness of this, in view of the fund, is 
largely due to the fact that there was accrued income due the estate of the 
deceased former beneficiary. During the year 1942 there should be an 
appreciable increase in the size of the remittances in view of the fact that 
at the end of the year over $1,000.00 was in the hands of the Trustee for 
division among the four beneficiaries. 


The Girls’ Friendly Society during 1941 contributed to the Community 
House Mortgage Reduction Fund the sum of $15.00. This brings the total 
available at this time for reduction of the mortgage to $859.61. Grateful 
acknowledgment of this gift has been made. 


As was the case last year, no direct contributions were made out of 
income during this year for Diocesan and General Church Objects. The 
receipts from offerings for those purposes amounted to $4,374.36 and, as 
in other years, sums of money were contributed by members of St. 
Stephen’s Church to certain Church objects for which no credit appears 
. on the books of the Accounting Warden. It is pleasing to note an increase 
of approximately $700.00 over receipts for these purposes last year. The 
entire sum with the exception of $9.45 was distributed for the account of 
the various objects during the year. 

The receipts for Special Parochial purposes amounted to the sum of 
$2,609.13 which, together with the balance on hand on January 1, 1941, 
of $744.44 made a total of $3,353.57. This, less the balance of $1,322.55 
on hand December 31, 1941, was distributed during the calendar year for 
the purposes for which the money was specially designated.

In spite of the general diminution in interest return on investments, 
the income from funds at our disposal has not during the year shown any 
shrinkage. We have been fortunate in having some securities returned to 
an income producing basis but the present low level of interest bearing 
securities commensurate with safety does not justify any prophesy of 
increased income. Real estate prospects do seem brighter and the prob- 
abilities are they will continue to be so. In view of the uncertainty, how- 
ever, it is difficult to make any estimate of what the return will be for the 
forthcoming year. 


The Parochial contributions and pew rents for the year 1941 were 
slightly less than those for the year 1940. The receipts for special parochial 
purposes were slightly in excess of those for the year 1940. 

An increase in contributions for Parochial maintainence as well as 
for Diocesan objects, is a definite objective for the year 1942. 

The opportunity for the extension of our works under the leadership 
of our Rector, has been demonstrated and your fullest support is earnestly 
solicited. 

I again take pleasure in extending my thanks to all who have so 
generously helped in the solution of our problems and bespeak your con- 
tinued loyal support and cooperation.

Exclusive of Lent and Advent, 41 services were held with a total 
attendance of 2,928—a daily average of 71 persons. This does not include 
the Friday Communion Service conducted by the Rector. 

There is included in the report below two Thursday Healing Services, 
recently instituted by Dr. Price, which administered to 65 persons. 

These services continue to hold their popular appeal and are more 
than self-sustaining. Offerings show an increase over last year. The fund 
was able to bear the Advent Services’ deficit as well as honoraria for visit- 
ing speakers during the summer, without requiring aid from the Church 
Account.

Noon-Day Lenten Services 


Approximately 13,700 persons attended these services—a drop of 1800 
compared with last year. Difficulty was encountered in adhering to our 
high standard of securing new and fresh voices. In these unusual times 
through which we are passing, this short form of worship meets the needs 
of many. 

On Good Friday the church was filled to capacity for the Noon-Day 
Service which, together with the choral presentation of the “Crucifixion” 
and the Hour of Meditation, accounted for 3,600 persons. This is an 
increase in attendance of 350 for the three services over last year. 

We are again able to contribute toward church and organ mainte- 
nance, appropriating $400.00 out of last year's balance for this purpose. 
We are in a position to do likewise this year.

Woman's Auxiliary 


The Woman's Auxiliary is the missionary society of the Episcopal 
Church. Every woman belonging to the parish is a member. No one has 
to be invited or passed upon. There are no stated dues. All money re- 
ceived is by voluntary contribution and there need to be no embarrassment 
because there are no individual appeals. 


Whether you contribute or not, come to the meetings and try to be- 
come informed on what the women of the Church are trying to do for 
missions the world over. 


You will learn what is being done for our Indians, for our Negroes, 
for the blind, for hospitals, for settlement houses, for our very poor, for 
religious education of our youth in rural districts far removed from Sun- 
day Schools and for the sick and poor and misguided in foreign lands. 


It was missionaries who first brought to the attention of the world 
the tragic suffering and treatment of lepers—who first taught the Chinese 
to throw away their filthy probing needles and learn something about 
sanitation and surgery—the story of the Saviour is easily believed by 
suffering people when kind unselfish ones minister to them in His name. 


The foreign field is terribly disrupted now, but the domestic field 
which is largely rural has more needs than ever before. In the diocese 
of 207 parishes there are 51 missions—that is small Churches not self- 
supporting. These missions will gradually become self-supporting, we 
hope, but until they do, they need roofs repaired, coal to keep them warm 
and books for the children. Thus I have mentioned a few of the things 
the Auxiliaries try to help to do. 
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Miss Laura Bell was the untiring generous President of St. Stephen's 
Branch of the Woman's Auxiliary for twenty years. It was with deep 
regret the members accepted her resignation in January. 


In taking over the presidency of this group, I am a new and untried 
leader, but, if the women of the parish will come to the meetings with 
open hearts, unprejudiced minds and souls athirst for the truth about the 
underprivileged of the world, we shall learn together what fellowship and 
friendship means. 


These are busy days but let us rededicate ourselves and try harder 
than ever before to do our Master's work. 


Mrs. Francis В. Packard is the Diocesan Auxiliary President. She 
spoke to our group in February. Those who were present were made 
aware of the vast program and accomplishment of this group of women. 


In March Dr. Mary L. James, for 25 years a medical missionary to 
China, spoke on the new China. She thinks something very wonderful for 
China is coming out of this war. No more of living in the past and wor- 
shipping ancestors, but new education and Christianity and present-day 
living. 

At the last meeting in April the members brought a box luncheon and 
we had an informal family gathering which I hope warmed our hearts so 
much that we will want to do it again. 


At the end of this year we had a balance of $64.00. This year the 
members raised approximately $125.00. Let us do better next year—let 
us work during the summer and see if we can't start in the fall with a 
goodly sum. 


The Accounting Warden gave us $400.00 to count on the quota. We 
hope he, too, can do better next year.

The Future Church 


The Parish is as strong as its Church School. Eighty-five per cent 
of our church members are recruited from the Church School! Yet in 
our city and throughout the country there is a serious depression in 
Church School attendance. Twenty-seven million American youths under 
twenty-one years of age are not in any Sunday School. 


There is a check forged every 3% minutes, night and day, in the 
United States, a major crime is committed every 22 seconds in America; 
one home in every four is touched by crime; there are four million in the 
army of the lawless; there is one divorce for every six marriages; seven 
hundred million dollars is spent on commercial vice, and unbelievable sums 
are lost on commercial frauds, or expended for crime annually. 


The cure for all our national sins is a great moral awakening. The 
very foundations of our national security are being destroyed. The church 
with its program of worship and prayer, its emphasis on the building of 
Christian character, is the greatest asset to our national security. Jesus 
Christ has so much that is fine and splendid to offer to the youth of today 
to assist them to face our confusing and confused world, that every op- 
portunity to know Him better should be used. The normal way to gain 
that knowledge of Him and His ways, second only to the parent, is the 
Church School.

The Church School

number having been added this year. The teaching staff includes eight

Burd School 


The life of the school varies very little from year to year, but the 
year 1942 marks a milestone in the history of its management. After 
25 years of devoted service and splendid administration, Miss Tappen 
has presented her letter of retirement as Principal of the Burd School 
to the Rector and Board of Trustees, to take effect at the end of the 
calendar year. It seems impossible at present to picture the life of the 
school without Miss Tappen’s able leadership and loving care of the chil- 
dren committed to her charge. Her administration has grown in effi- 
ciency from year to year, as the difficulties of the present conditions 
have arisen and been overcome. She has established a cultural possibility 
for the girls, which did not exist prior to her administration, In making 
use of the following quotation, I think I am expressing the feeling of her 
many friends and co-workers, “We shall not look upon her like again.” 


At present there are 36 girls under the care of the school, 34 at the 
school and 2 are finishing courses elsewhere, Margery Ruth DePond will 
graduate as nurse from the Woman’s Hospital of Philadelphia some time 
this month, and will receive her Burd School Diploma on Burd Day, May 
16th. Marian Grier entered the State Teachers’ College at West Chester, 
Pennsylvania in September 1941. Two chidren were admitted to the 
school during the past year. Three former graduates married within 
the last 12 months, and Ethel Cree, a graduate of a few years ago, died 
very suddenly in April. 
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This year three cases of Scarlet fever developed at the school and 
were sent to the Municipal Hospital. All three made normal recoveries. 
The school was quarantined for four weeks. 

During 24 years there have been only three other cases of this dread 
disease among our children, a remarkable record for children attending 
the public schools. Four cases of German measles, and three successful 
operations for appendicitis, complete the record of unusual illnesses for 
the year. 

An enforced long week-end holiday was necessitated by the break- 
down of the old furnace, while a new one was being installed. The 
girls were sent to their various relatives. 

Air raid preparations have been fully attended to, and the children 
are now quite proficient in their air raid drills. 

The Board of Women Visitors acknowledge the intimation of Miss 
Tappen’s coming retirement with deep sorrow and regret, and assure her 
as our continuing interest in her welfare and of our best wishes for the 

uture.

House of Rest for the Aged 


As this is our only Diocesan Home for Aged Women, it occupies a 
most important place in our Church activity. Under the supervision of 
a very capable new matron and aided by the greatly increased interest 
shown by the people of this Diocese, the House of Rest has made ex- 
cellent progress this year. 

The House Family numbers thirty, three more than last year. There 
is a long waiting list though, and a pressing need for single bed rooms. In 
a Diocese of this size the Home is far too small to care for our needy 
elderly women. 

St. Stephen’s contributed $184.00 in 1941, no donation so far in 
1942. Last year we were happy to report that two additional bed rooms 
had been made possible by the efforts of one of our vestry. This year 
another bed room has been given by the same means. This has made it 
possible to accomodate three more women. 

Please keep in touch with the House of Rest and visit it when pos- 
sible. Your interest will be most warmly welcomed.

The Rector’s Report 

The Rector has read with interest and enthusiasm the reports of the 
officers of our Parish Organizations and is thrilled by the amount and 
quality of the work done by this Church during the past year. Since the 
beginning of my ministry in St. Stephen’s on March 15, I have been in- 
creasingly aware of the love and loyalty that our people have toward this 
dear Church of ours. It is with thankfulness to those who have given so 
much of themselves to the work and worship of St. Stephen’s that I 
pledge, on my part, to lead you to the best of my ability in the days that 
lie ahead. [23] 


First, let me call attention to the institution of the Healing Service 
on Thursday noon of each week and the Family Day Service on Sundays 
at 9.00 A. M. These services have already met an enthuiastic response on 
the part of our Sunday and Weekday congregations. It is hoped that they 
will find a continuing response as time goes on. 


Now, just a look ahead. You do not measure the life of a Church 
by its age in years, but by its capacity to adjust and its tasks well done. 
In this year ahead we look forward, seeking to understand the peculiar 
mission for which this Church has been brought to this hour. Several 
issues are evident: 


1. The satisfied way of a pre-war world is gone. The days ahead will 
be much more rigorous. Most of the social changes visualized by prophetic 
spirits are coming to pass under the force of necessity. 


2. New needs are being felt. Satisfactions are going and a hunger for 
the discovery of the meaning of God is everywhere evident. 


3. The ground swell of a new Religious movement is evident in Europe. 
Occupied countries under the thrust of crucifixions are feeling the neces- 
sity of God. 


4. Christians must live redemptively. The world must find us a chal- 
lenging way of Power. 


Facing the future, the tasks confronting St. Stephen's are: 


I. Strengthen our Church School work and the program for our 
youth. There are too many people capable of carrying respon- 
bility in the Church who permit excuses to interfere with the 
offering of their services. 


II. We must decentralize certain phases of our programs. Zone 
groups—to call, to do the work of the every-member canvass, 
and to welcome new persons or to bring comfort to sick 
ones—can also advance this knowledge of one another by 
occasional neighborhood social meetings. 


ПТ. Enthuse about the Church. Don't wait until you have to leave 
Philadelphia—enthuse now. There is no substitute for en- 
thusiasm. 


IV. Develop greater loyalty to the worship services. Not a large 
enough percentage of members attend with regularity. We 
are not going to build a new world on half-hearted loyalties of 
indifferent Christians. 


V. Increase our contact with new persons coming into our neigh- 
borhood. While families are leaving, other families are coming 
into the city. We must help people to feel the pull of St. 
Stephen's Church from the start. 


VI. Keep the prophetic spirit alive. St. Stephen's Church has long 
been noted as a forward-looking church. Let us look forward 
together to a greater opportunity for the future. We must 
visualize the kind of world needed if peace is to endure. 
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In the midst of Crisis, continue the morale. The youth must 
not be shell-shocked; Character must be formed, education 
must continue. The healing agencies must be at work. People 
require inspiration. Let this Church stand for the extension 
of its service to people whose new needs are serious ones. 


Finally, the fact should be emphasized that St. Stephen's 
Church is à solvent institution, both materially and spiritually. 
Our resources are most gratifying in both respects. However, 
we have in the immediate past been remiss in allowing our 
expenditures to exceed our income. We must, in the future, 
balance our budget without recourse to funds which, though 
legally applicable to current expenses, should morally go into 
vested capital to enhance the work of the future. Our im- 
mediate need, therefore, is to reduce our operating expenses, 
and to. increase our income through wider and more generous 
contributions through the use of the duplex envelope system. 
It is not asking the impossible when we say that one-third of 
our budget should be underwritten by those who are the 
present beneficiaries of the generosity of others in the past. 
Both our organizations and individual members should hold 
it a privilege to support the work of St. Stephen's with their 
prayers and gifts. "Where your treasure is, there will your 
heart be also." 


May God grant us a new birth in the power of utterance, in 
devoted charity and in living faith, and may He deliver us 
from the spirit that is willing to take all and give little of 
disciplined fidelity in return. And as we give thanks for the 
blessings of the past, may we ask God to pour His renewing 
Spirit abundantly upon us all!
